17. To ensure successful vaccination, the following 
Sélection of lymph. C#dinal points are to be remembered by 
every vaccinator—viz., good virus, @ 
clean lancet, and the healthy constitution of the person to 
be vaccinated. Vaccinators should use none but the best 
virus ; they should remember that vaccination with bad virus 
is worse than no vaccination ; for it not only does not protect 
. the person from attack of small-pox, but 
Saintes be should, brings diseredit on both the vaccinator 
and vaccination. The vaccinators should 
not only use good virus, but take it from those persons only 
who ure free from constitutional diseases, especially syphilis. 
Lymph should never be taken trom a child who has an erup- 
tiow on his skin, lumps about the anus or genital organs, bad 
teeth, or a sorezthroat or cold. In fact, none but perfectly 
healthy children should be used as subjects for conveyance 
of lymph. A clean lancet should invariably be used ; when 
afoul lancet is used, it produces an amount of irritation 
are in the vesicles which renders success 
aly t-te eecctontc’ donbiful, The lancet should. be swised 
tn ordinary ‘Wmes. with a wet rag after each operation, In 
Exception in time ordinary times only persons in good 
of epidemic. health are to be vaccinated, but in times 
of epidemic every unprotected person, whether in sound 
health or otherwise, should be vaccinated, and re-vaceination 
should also be actively carried on.

18. In cases of good and successful vaccination, the 
following phenomena are observed in the places where the 
virus is inserted :—No change takes place until the third 
day, when the points of insertion of the virus appear like 
red spots or mosquito bites. On the fonrth day these spots 
look like little pimples. On the fifth and sixth days the 
pimples enlarge into vesicles and contain clear lymph. On 
the seventh day the vesicles are fully developed. On the 
eighth day areole form around the vesicles. There is 
sympathetic fever from this day. On the ninth day the 
‘contents of the .vesicles become perfectly vellow, the 
surrounding inflammation becomes more intense. Atwr the 
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tenth day a crust gradually forms, brownish-black in colour 
and of considerable thickness, and should fall off from the 
18th to the 20th day, or two days earlier in the hot season. 
It should leave a well depressed cicatrix, with marked edges 
and floor lined and pitted.

— season, and on the fifth and sixth days in 
the hot and rainy seasons. 


20. In taking lymph the vesicles are to be punctured 
from the top, and not from the side. If 
the vesicles be punctured at the side, the 
inner septa of the vesicles would prevent 
the flowing of the lymph into the’seat of puncture, The 
upper surface should not be seraped off. It should only be 
pened, and if the lancet be placed flatly an abundance of 
ymph will flow on it. 


The lymph thus taken on the point of the lancet is to be 
inserted in at least four different places, 
two on each arm, one above and the other 
below the insertion of the deltoid muscles, 
from an inch to an inch and-a-half apart from each other. 
The virus is to be inserted below the scurf or upper skin, 
but not deep enough to draw blood. Three such punctares 
are to be made in each place thus.

21. The vaccinators must be kind and courteous towards 
the people that come to the public vaccine stations to have * 
their dikiven vaccinated. The people from their ignorance 
of the vaccine disease will ask many useless and tedious, 
questions of the vaccinators,- but the latter should not 
get annoyed at this. They should particularly explain 
everything which the parent or guardian of vaccinated 
children may want to know. While vaccinating at private 
houses, they should be equally kind and courteous in their 
manners, and although the law does not prohibit their taking 
any reward or present from persons able and willing to pay, 
they should make no demands, 


_B.—Instructions to Registrar—

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the 
Local Authorities Loan Act, 1879, the Governor-General in 
Council has made the following Rules for the grant of loans 
to Local Authorities by the Government :— 

1. These Rules shall come into force on the Ist day of 
February 1889. On and from that date the Rules published 
with Notification No. 2749, dated 17th August 1883, in so 
far as they relate to the granting of loans, shall be rescinded 
except as regards loans applied for before these Rules come 
into tare, Ihe 
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2. In these Rules (1) “the Act” means the Local Au- 
thorities Loan ct, 1879 ; (2) * Local Anthority,” and (3) 
“funds”? have the meanings assigned to them respectively in 
the Act; (4) ‘the Local Authority” means the Local Author- 
ity applying for or, as the case may be, receiving or having 
received the loan ; (5) “loan” means a loan under the Act. 

3. A loan must be defined in rupees, and not by the 
sterling or any other foreign standard. 

4. No loan shall be granted except for the construc- 
tion or repair of works of public utility within the local 
limits of the area subject to the control of the Local Author- 
ity, or for the benefit of the inhabitants within those limits. 

5. Without the consent of the Governor-General in 
Council, no loan shall be granted to any Local Board for the 
construction of any public work unless it be estimated that a 
direct net revenue will be derived therefrom equal to at least 
four per centum per annum on its capital cost ; Provided, 
however, that the Local Government may make a loan, tot 
exceeding Rs. 10,000, to a Local Board, for a werk designed 
especially to employ labour for the purpose of relieving 
distress.

refer the application for the orders of the Governor-General 
in Council. 


11, The Local Government shall make such provision 
as may seem to be necessary for the proper inspection of 
all works which are being carried out by means of a loan, 
and for ascertaining and securing that the loan is dul 
applied to the purposes for which it is made. Every Baas 
work, and the accounts connected therewith, shall be open 
at all times to the inspection of the Superintending or 
Executive Engineer in whose division the work is situate, 
and of any person who may be authorised to inspect the 
accounts of the Local Authority, aid of any other person 
specially authorised by the Local Government in this behalf. 


12. If the Local Government considers that the condi- 
tioas on which a loan was granted have not been fulfilled, — 
or that the Loc:l Authority bas failed to comply with any 


toe 
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ef the requirements of these Rules, it may, at any time, 
order that no further payments shall: be made on account 
of such loan, and pie the amount advanced, with 
interest thereon, in the manner mentioned in section 6 of 
the Act. 

13. Interest shall be charged half-yearly on each loan 
at the rate agreed upon, and shall be reckoned and paid on 
each instalment from the date on which it is received. 


14. The Local Authority may, at any time, with the 
previous consent of the Local Government, repay the whole 
or any part of a loan made from the public treasury in 
advance of the period fixed by the conditions of the loan. 


15. The cost of any enquiry made under Rule 7, of 
advertisements published under Rule 9, of inspections 
made under Rule 11, and of any other proceedings by order 
of the Local Government or the Governor-General in Coun- 
cil under these Rules, shall be determined by the Local 
Government, and shall be paid by the Local Authority. 


16. (a) The accounts of every loan shall be kept by 
the Accountant-General of the Province in which it is made. 

(6) The Local Authority shall give to the Account- 
ant-General and the Local Government any information 
which they may require regarding the expenditure of the 
loan, and regarding its funds. 

17. An annual statement of all loans granted under 
the Act, repayments due and made during the year, and 
balances outstanding at the beginning and end of the year 
in each Province, or under each Local Government, shall be 
prepared by the Accountant-General and submitted to the 
Government of India through the Local Government, which 
shall add a report of the progress of the works. Such 
statement shall be published in the local official Gazette. 


18. An attachment of any funds under section 6 of 
the Act shall be made by a notice to the Local Authority, 
prohibiting the collection or management of such funds by 
the Local Authority and vesting the administration thereof 
in such officer as the Local Government may appoint, Such 
notice shall be published in the local official Gazette, and 
otherwise, as may be directed by the Local Government. 
within the local limits of the area subject to the control of 
the Local Authority. The moneys collected or received 
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under such attachment shall be paid into the Government 
Treasury. and the accounts of, moneys so collected, and of 
the cost of the collection, shall be prepared in such form as 
the Local Government may, from time to time direct. A 
copy of the accounts shall be delivered to the Local Autho- 
rity, and published in the local official Gazette.

NOTIFICATION 


By the Government of India, Department of Finance 
and Commerce. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 5 and 7 
of the Local Authorities Loan Act, 1879, the Governor- 
General in Council has made the following Rules for the 
raising of loans by Local Authorities in the open market :— 


1, These Rules shall come into force on the first day of 
February 1889. On and from that date the Rules pub- 
lished with Notifications Nos. 2748 and 2471, dated 17th 
August 1883 and 11th May 1888, respectively, in so far as 
they relate to the authorization of loans, shall be rescind- 
ed, except as regards loans applied for before these Rules 
come into-force. 

2. In these Rules (1) the Act” means the Local Au- 
thorities Loan Act, 1879 ; (2) ‘* Local Authority ” and (8) 
“funds” have the meanings assigned to them respectively 
in the Act: (4) “the Local Authority” means the Local 
Authority applying for permission to raise, or, as the case 
may be, raising, or having raised, the loans; and (5) “loan” 
mgans a loan under the Act. 

8. Aloan must be defined in rupees, and not by the 
sterling or any other foreign standard. 

4. A loan shall not be raised except for the construction 
er repair of works of public utility within the local limits 
of the area subject to the control of the Local Authority, 
or for the benefit of the inhabitants within those limits 5 and 
the term of a loam shall not extend over a longer period than 
twenty years except under very special circumstances, and 
in no case over a longer period than thirty years. 

5. Whenever it is desired to obtain the authorization of 
the Government to the raising of a loaa under section seven 
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ine 
of the Act, a statement shall be submitted to the Local 
Government, showing— i 


Ist—The work or works for the construction or re- 
pair of which the Joan is required and an 
estimate of the cost thereof. 

2nd—The amount which it is proposed to borrow : 

3rd—The fund or funds, on the security of which it 
is proposed to borrow : 

4th—The law or laws under which the said fund or 
funds is or are levied, received or held : ' 

5th—The dates between which the money borrowed 

is to be received : 

{Nore.—It is essential that the authority to borrow in the market should 
be limited to a reasonable time, as loans of any considerable amount cannot be 
beld in suspense indetinitely. The dates thercof must be fixed with reference to 
this condition, and must not be so wide apart and so indefinite as practically to 
be no limitation, ] 

6th—The term of years for which the money is to be 
borrowed ; the instalments, if any, in which 
it is to be repaid ; and the amount of sinking 
fund, if any, provided for its repayment : 

7th—A detailed account of the revenue and expen- 
diture of the Local Authority for the last 
three preceding years : 

(Nore.—Debt and deposit transactions, such as receipts from, and. repay- 
ments of, loans and deposits from coatractors and others, should not~be 
included under revenue and expenditure, bu: should be shown separately, All 
important variations in revenue and expenditure should be explained. ] 

8t4.—All existing prior charges upon the funds of 
the Local Authority. 


6. The Local Government shall cause such enquiry as 
it thinks necessary or expedient to be made inte the state- 
ments contained in the application, and into the use and 
value of the proposed work. 


7. Af it appears to the Local Government that the loan 
ought not to be raised, it shall rejeet the application. 


8. If it appears to the Local Government probable that 
the loan ought to be raised, it shall cause to be published in 
the local official Gazette, and otherwise, as it deems fit, 
within the local limits of the area subject to the control of 
. the Local Authority, a eopy of the application and such 

rticulars in regard to any inquiry made under Rule 6 as 
it may think necessary.
